In the Office Action mailed January 6, 2005, the Examiner has imposed a Restriction 
Requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 121, requiring election of one of the following groups of 
claims: 

Group I: Claims 63-1 1 8, drawn to compositions comprising an "ApoA-I 
agonist", classified in class 514, subclass 2, 12-13; 

Group II: Claims 1 19-124, drawn to method of treating dyslipidemia, classified 
in class 514, in general; and 

Group III: Claims 125-127, drawn to method of treating septic shock, classified 
in class 514, in general. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 121 in connection with 
the above-captioned application, Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the claims of Group I 
(Claims 63-1 18), drawn to compositions comprising an ApoA-I agonist. 

As further required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
Applicants hereby elect to prosecute a species of SEQ ID NO:4 to facilitate prosecution on 
the merits. It is believed that Claims 68-101, 103 (in part) and 104-1 10 read on the elected 
species. Applicants understand that their election of species is being made solely to facilitate 
examination of the application and that they are entitled to consideration of additional species 
upon allowance of a generic claim. 



Applicants expressly reserve the right to pursue the non-elected subject matter in a 
subsequent continuation and/or divisional application. 



Applicants respectfully request examination on the merits of the elected claims.
